The esti- 
mated revenue upon the present taxatiim 
for next year will be £89,885,000, and the 
eatimated expenditure will be 390,428,600. 
After alloiranoB " made! for soma sross 
payments consequent on the manipulation 
of the last vote of credit, the c-ilculatod 
deficit on the coming year will bo; in 
round numbers, JEo-iSjOGO. No inoroased 
taxation is to be imposed to meet this, 
but £800,000 is to be taken from the sink- 
ing fund: 'his sum will liquidate the de- 
ficiency, and leave n surplus of about a 
quarter uf a milliun.

Substantially, ihie is Air. GludstDuo's pro- 
posal.: Irish landkirds are to have the op- 
tion of aelling all thtir loitible Bfjricu It ural 
lands. They are not asked tu bell their 
residences or woods or liome farms; but 
all the land ihi']- have rented ihey can, if 
they like, ofTorfor sale. Tho body ilirourh 
whom the sale is -o be tlfeotml is to be 
called a 

STATE AUTUOUITT, 

and will oonatBl of men appointed with 
the joint approval of the Knylish and 
Irish eseoucivea. This authority, which 
will bo an enLirged land comtniaaion, will 
be empowered to receive offers from the 
Undloida of the land they wish to dispose 
of. They will not be permitted to sell 
portions of their eatatea— they must sell 
the whole of them, good and bad alike. 
The term3 on which the sales are to be ef 
feoted are theao: Tho rental upon which 
t}ie purohasQ ia to be based ia that got in 
- the year ending November, 1885. Where 
° tfaeea has been a judicial rent fixed, that 
will be taken as the value of the land; but 
where a judicial rent haa not boon fixed, 
the new cornmiaaiouers are to bo author- 
iged to have the land valued in a way that 
is prescribed in the act. After ail oat- 
•'■ goings have been allowed for — rates, law 
' • expenaes, and kindred paymenta— and the 
net annual letting valiie.haB . been arrived 
»t, the commission Is to oflfer the landlord 
twenty years' purchase upon that aum.

pi ent, and the rerehue of Ireland will b»

But I do not believe the government 
can safely be entrusted to nationalist 
priests, feniana nnd professional agila 
tors, supported by the votes of ignorant 
pea.iantry whose passions it has been 
for many years their main object to in- 
flame.

London, May 14 — A meeting in tho 
offiue ot Ljrd Hartingtuu waa hold to- 
d .y fur the purpose of cemonting whig 
and radical opp(;sitiun to the humc rule 
hill, G4 atiendiug, ii)b-luding Chamberlain, 
Trevelyau and Cain. Hartiugtun ox- 
plttiued whjr the libersla should oppuae 
the GiadstbhiB 'iheastire. The" iiieetihg 
adopted a ruaolution declaring that those 
present would op,.oao tho second roadin^ 
of tho liuine rulo bill. The mooting 
lasted fully half an hour. 

Lord Uurti:igtun, in his speech, de- 
clared that the pledges from the liberals 
to oppose GlttdscoDB's borne rulo.bill were 
auffioieut in' niimber to make the recep- 
tion uf the bill on tho second rending a 
certainty. The defeat of the bill, he 
said, would cast a heavy responsibility on 
hiin, which, honrover, he was quite pre- 
pared to accept. 

John R. Kogers, husband to Minnie 
Palmer, Hfas to-day bound in heavy ae- 
ouritiea to keep tho peace and refrain 
from killing or challenging to a duel Mr. 
Charles Arnold, the actor whom Rogers 
challonged on May 5th to a mortal com- 
oomhat, came up at tho Bow street court, 
where Arnold waa plaintiff agjinst Rogers 
and swore that the latter had written him 
a challenge to mept him in the dark room 
and there fight until but ono could 
emerge. Mr, Rogers apologized for hav- 
ing sent the challeuf^e, and explained that 
he had no intention of fighting, but 
merely wished to frighten Mr. Arnold. 

The inoesaant rains which are falling in 
the north ia causing tho rivers to overflow 
their banks. Shefliald, Altoroliffe, Don- 
caster and other towns are partly inun- 
dated. Xt Kothorhara, the railway, tho 
stool works and ms.ny houses and thous-

ciple of home rule, and will withdraw the 
bill and frame anotber measure for the 
next session. 

It is expected the debate will be con- 
cluded on tho 2oth inst.

Pinch back the 
leading shoots occasionally, and be 
very careful not to injure the vine in 
any way during itB aeaBonof growth.

THE LOST CAUSE. 

Tho recent maguiScQnt ovation tender- 
ed Jefferson Davia, tho ox proaident ..of 
the southern republic nt Montgomery, 
Ala. , would soem to imply thut tha msm- 
cry of "the lost cause" ia not dead, rather 
that it ia euabriuod in tho hearts of the 
ohivalroua people of the south. Natural- 
If of a sunny, . sentimental nature, re- 
memberiuK the noble heroism of the 
"boys in gray," noble though it was dis 
played in a wrong oause, it only needed 

' Buoh an event as the entry of JeS. Davia, 
from hia long eeoluaion, into one of the 
the most patriotic of the oitiea of the 
south, to kindle an enthusiasm, whioh 
was as remarkable as H was rational. 
The occasion waa the laying of the corner- 
stone of a monument to thu memory of 
tho cuufederiUu duad, Mr. Davia waa 
the apeuiul gueut of the festival, and was 
welcomed by an ovation which, it is aaid, 
haa never been equalled in that city. On 
hia appearance in the vait procession he 
was greeted with shouts of joy from the 
multitudes who had gathered to do him 
honor, while on his rising to address the 
vast multitude theapplauae prevented his 
speaking for many minutes. The same 
enthusiasm was evinced when he ht>d 
closed a most glowing address and he waa 
obliged to bow his acknowledgments and 
thanks. He waa alao present at Atlanta 
at the unveiling of the heroic statue to 
the raemory of Senator BenjuminH Hill — 
who. of tho "triumvirate of ureat 
Qeorgiaua," was the flrat to die, and the 
fir.st to be thus honored. Mr. Davis' re- 
entry into public life has been 
followed by bursts of iuTective 
and a display of bad tempar from 
a portion of the press. We fail to see any 

, attempt on his part to incite another rebel- 
lion or to injure the great undivided re- 
public. He would know that bis words 
were in vain, that the day of rcbellioji had 
gone by, and that the American peopl?, 
north, south, east and west, are united now 
aa they never were before, and that each 
year the bonds of friendship and fraternity 
are only being cemented the moie strongly. 
Who that reads the closing words of ilr. 
Davis' address on that occasion can believe 
that he has any thoughts other than those 
for the good of the whole people. Ho sr.id : 
*'In obnoluoion, permit me to aay, though 
the memory of our glorious past must ever 
be dear to ua, duty points to the pres- 
ent and the future. Alabama having re- 
sumed her place in the Union, bo it yours 
to fulfill all the obligationa devolving upon 
all good citizens aoekiug to reature the 
general government to its priatine state, 
and, as boat you may, to prbmbte the wel- 
fare and haupineaa of your common coun- 
try." Theae are not the utterancea of a 
rebel, but of a friend to the republic and 
its government. It would be a graceful 
act to restore to Jefferson Davia his lost 
oitizanahip. The object for whioh Lee 
and Jackson fought, and which counted 
amoni; its defenders Albert Sydney John- 
ston, of noble memory, was from the be- 
ginning a "lost cause" because it contra- 
vened tho laws of Gild and of thorigh'; 
the iouthern republic has fallen never to 
rise again, and ;he southern people may 
be excused if tbey at this distance of time, 
when all the wounds are healed, look 
proudly back over the long roll of her.~ea 
and martyrs, wlui foutjht nobly fur their 
homes and firesidua, and for their beauti- 
ful aouth-lnud. The Union now established 
on solid andaurefoundationacan wellafford 
to throw over thoae misguided men the 
mantle of charity, remembering that their 
kinsfolk are now her sooa, and will, if 
need be, equal their fathers in that prow- 
ess, which iiurrounds them with a halo of 
glory, and eiiahrinoa their memories in 
che hearts oi their oomradea in the war. 
The "aweot Hinger" of tho south has 
only a few daya ago paeaed away. He 
"wore tho grey," and lost a beloved 
brother in one of lha braveat of the 
charges. The notes of Father Ryan's 
song are as swoet as the song of a bird, 
the minor key permeating all iiis lines, 
for he wrote of a "great Ljst Cause." 
Equalling Poe in lyric rush heexeejs him 
in tho purity and nobility of his verse, 
while he is easily tho superior of any of 
the later Americ.tn poata of the same 
school. A faithful pruist, a true poet, a 
zealous soldier, he haa fought the good 
tight, and has gone to hia reward, leaving 
behind him artistic creations which can 
never die, and a host of mourning friends, 
the great body of whom know him only 
through hia works. 



HOVA SCOTIA'S PKOPuaED SE- 
CESSION. 

The secession resolution which has been 
proposed in tho Nova Scotia legislature by 
Premier Fielding, ia one which could on- 
ly be conceived by a liberal govornmont. 
Mr. Fielding ia a dyed iii-the-wool grit, 
and tho executive, unlike that of New 
Brunawicli", is cuinpoaed exclusively of 
members of that party. The premier haa 
announced that his object in bringing the 
matter before the house was that it might 
be made the test question at the approach- 
ing elections; that the electors might be 
allowed an opportunity of oipreaaing their 
desires at the ballot box. We cannot be- 
lieve that Mr. Fielding is acting in good 
faith. la .he not rather playing a little 
game of bluE in order to aqueeee'"botter 
tei:ms" out of the Dominioci The con- 
federation has now lasted for nearly nine- 
teen years, and only the beat results havo 
followed. What wore before petty colonies, 
each having ita oumberaume machinery, 
each isolated from ita neighbors, and as 
foreign to iach other in every reaped aa 
are two diatinct countries, are now welded 
into one groat whole, one grand confed- 
eration, whioh ia tho brightest gem in tho 
imperial coronet. Wo now command the 
respect of tho world, where before we 
were comparatively insignificant, much in 
the poaition of tho potty Prusiiian atatoa 
before tho Gorman consolidation. That 
the people of the Dominion would over 
consent to such a retrcgreeaion ia not to 
be for a moment bolioved. Tho time 
has passed when the elector* can be 
duped by the tactics of any unacrupu- 
lo.ai;^^goUtioian. . The idea of a mari- 
tiiha'uniun for Nova Scotia, New Bruas- 
wick and Prince Edward Island ia one 
whioh has often been mooted, but whioh 
has never been seriously contemplated. 
Outside of any theorotio, there are prac- 
tical, reasons why such an union could 
not be conaummated. Now Brunswick 
has just completed a noble pile of build- 
ings at great cost for the meetings of ita 
local legislature and legislative council. 
That province would demand that tho 
seat of the union be .it Frodericton, which 
would bejhpoted by. the. other provinces. 
Tbeny i667;there;are'(iue8tions of provin-, 
cial debt to bo Datiifaotorily solved before 



such an union could bo had. It may 
aafoly bo prophesied that a maritime un- 
ion is entirely out of the question, and 
that the people of New Brunswick 
at any rata would never sanction 
such a measure at , 1 the poUa. 
Nova Scotia, then, granting that theelee- 
tors would vote for the disruption of tho 
confederation, which ia altogether unlike- 
ly, would have to "go it alone," and bo 
relegated to her old poaition beforo con- 
federation, only intenaificd by tho fact 
that her aister provinces would be a part 
of the Dominion, having nothing in com- 
mon with her. Would Nova Scotia be 
willing to leavo tho Union, taking her 
share of Dominion assets and asauining 
her share of tho Dominion debt, propor- 
tionate to her population? Does not Mr. 
Fielding rather ut^tompt by threatening to 
get the other provincos to buy her baok 
into a pleasant mood again? Wo may be 
sure that the premier is not honest in 
moving the roaoiutioii ho has; rather that 
he haa soma Biich ulterior dosiun aa wo have 
intimated. The ooufederatiou haa lasted 
too long to bo aundored at the whim and 
caprice o( any man, The people have 
tasted of ita beneQtu and compare the posi- 
tion whioh the vaiioua provincea wei-e iu 
before 1867 with that in which they are 
now, and trace the result to Ita oauae. The 
man who wbnld attempt to sow the seeds of 
discord among a happy, contented people 
cannot be regarded as a friend of his coun- 
try. The confederation will continue, and 
Mr, Fiolding'd machiuatioua will coma to 
naught. 



GRANITJG CUEEK AOAIN. 

Tiie Other Side of the Plctnrc. 

EaQUiu ALT, May 14, 18S6. 
To THE Editob:— Paend a letter from 

a young man now at Granite Creek, aunt 
to a friend of his, and aa I think it may 
do some good to publiah it I beg to en- 
close uoopy of same, requesting you kind- 
ly to insert it in your pauer. 

YlCTOR Jknskn. 

Geanitk Creek, April 23. 

"I arrived at Granite Greek ail safe. It 
took us five days from Hope to Granite, 
for wo had about forty miles of snow lo 
walk through, from about two to twenty 
feet deep. No pack-animals can get in by 
this trail beforo a month or more. I do 
not see any uae in a man coining in hero 
beforo the middle of Juno or July, and 
even then, in ray opinion, he had butter 
keep away. This camp ia not what it waa 
repreaented to be; and I have found out 
since that the glowing statements about 
Granite Creek were falsa. 

It is time that claimn on Granite crook 
were paying wages, taking the outlay into 
consideration; the diggings are very deep 
and it would coat throe or four hundred 
dollara to open them up. I don't see any 
poor man'a digginga about them. 

There are huudreds of men leaving this 
place; men who have been here all winter 
and spent all they had prospecting. Old 
miners, too, aay that tho country dooa not 
amount to much. There is a little gold, 
but it ia in spots, and they are few and 
far between. There is no work to be got 
here yet, and if you did hap- 
pen to get work you would 
have to wait until they took 
tho money out of tho ground to got pay. 
This is tho poorest miuiug camp I ever .saw. 

Old Mr.q. C ia up hero running around 

like the balance of ua. NVe cauiiot do niuoh 
proapooting on account of thu suow ami 
frost. The lower parts of tho croekrt am 
all claimed. Jensen brothers have built a 
house for atoro purposes about air milea up 
the Tulameen from Granite, at a place 
called Otter Flat. I saw some gold the 
other days that a couple of boys brought in 
from Collins QaIch,four miles from Granite. 
There was about three or four ounces and }. 
think they worked about amonth to get that 
much out. If any of the boys want to live 
on bacon and beans and leave the country 
dead broke there in a good chance up hero. 
Still, something hotter might bo struck after 
tho snow goes otT. I am sorry I camo up 
hereao aoou, and hate to leave now until I 
know if there is anything or not.

A lliffhwayinan's Law Snit. 

A correapondent of the London Times 
writes: "On Monday last, in an action 
rising out of a sporting partnerabip, Vice- 
Ohancellor Bacon referred inoiden tally to a 
case in which a highwayman was said to 
have resorted to law to enforce a claim 
against another knight of the road iu re- 
spect to an alleged partnership in a 'money 
or life' business; tha case is generally be- 
lieved to be apocryphal; but iu 2, 'Potbier 
on Obligations,' a case ia mentioned of 
'Everet vs. Williams, ' which is stated to 
have been a suit instituted by one highwny- 
wayman against another for an account of 
their plundtr. The bill stated that the 
plaintiff was 'skilled in dealing with several 
commodities, anoh as plate, rings, watches,' 
etc.; that the defendant applied to him 
to become a purluer, and that 
they entered into paruierahip; and it waa 
agreed that they ahould equally provide 
all aorta of neceaaarics, auch aa hursea, 
saddles, bridlea, and equally fur all ex- 
penses on the roads, and at inns, taverns, 
alehouses, markets, and fairs. It wont 
onto state that tho plaintiff and the do- 
fondant proceeded jointly in tho buaiiieas 
with good Bucceas on Hounaluw-heath, 
whore they dealt with a gentlemau for a 
gold watch, and afterwards the defendant 
told the plaintiff that Finchley in the 
county of JVIiddlesex was a good and con- 
venient place to deal in, that commodities 
wore very plenty at Finchley, and that it 
would be almost a clear gam to thorn. It 
was further stated that they went accord- 
ingly and dealt with several gec.tlemen for 
divers watches, rings, swurda, canes, hats, 
oloaka, horses, bridlea, saddliss and other 
things ; that about a month afterwarda 
the defendant informed the plaintiff that 
there waa a gentleman at Blackhealh who 
had a good horse, saddle, bridle, watoh, 
aword, oane, and other things to diapoae 
of, whioh, ho believed, might be had for 
little or no money; that they \vont ac- 
cordingly to meet with the o^id geiiLlo- 
man, and after a small discourse they dealt 
for the said horse, etc., and that tho 
plaintiff and the defendant continued 
their joint dealings together until 
Michaelmas, and dealt together at several 
places — viz., at Bagshdt, Salisbury, Harap- 
atead, and elaewhere, to the amount of 
£'2,000 and upwards. The rest of tho 
bill waa in the ordinary form for a part- 
nership account. The bill was aaid to 
have been dismissed with coats, to be 
paid by the counsel who signed it, and the 
aoliuitora ior the 'plaintiff were attached 
aiid fined £60 apiece." . ,

ENGLAND. 

London, May 14. -Tho nationaliat 
niombors of parliament this aftornoon 
had a aocrot meeting in the house of cuui- 
mona. Mr. Parnell presided; and it ia 
understood that he 'laid beforo tho aa- 
aemblage a number of onmmunicatiuns 
from Sit. Gladstone, suggesting oerlaiu 
modifications in tha" home rule bill and 
further ouncesjions to the deinanda of the 
radicals. 

Lord Hartington'a "whips" report that 
110 liberals have pledged themselves to 
vote against tho home rule bill, and that 
thirty are doubtful. The conservative 
leaders advise tho coiisetvativea in the 
house of commons not to apeak during 
the debate, as they wish to haaton a 
division on tho second rending. It ia 
rumored that Mr. Gladstone ia cunauliing 
with hia colleaguea upon the advisability 
of withdrawing tho home rule bill. 

It is stated that John Bright will ab- 
sent himself from the house of ooinmona 
on the occasion of a division on the 
second reading of tho home rule bill. 
Plis .2xamplo will be sure to have an in- 
fluence on other ineiubors. 

More tirearina have been sold in Lon 
donderry in tho past three months than 
were sold during tho ;>revioua five years. 
Ordera have juat been given there for a 
I housand new rifles. Crowded meetings 
of Orangemen were held to-day at Newry 
and Muen, at which pledges wore given 
not to aubmit to a Dublin parliament and 
not to pay taxes.^ All present enrolled 
themselves for military aervice as volun- 
teers. Canadian Orangemen promise 
support. 

lEELAND, 
DuiiLiN, May I'i — Oiio firm of manu- 
facturers in the province of Ulster haa 
already concluded arrangements for the 
transfpr of its mills to Germany. It ia 
stated that other Ulster firms are con- 
sidering the advisability of removal also, 

ITALY. 

Ito.MK, May 14. — At Venice to-day 
there were reported seven now cases of 
cholera and throe deaths; at Ban, iivo 
new cases and nine deaths, andatlBrin- 
disi, one new case and one death. 

SPAIN. 

Madkid, May 14. — The trial of Father 
Galeotu, the priest who aaaaaainated 
Monsignor laquierdo, bishop of Madrid, 
on Palm Sunday, in front of the cath- 
edral, has boon set down for the end of 
May. The prosecutor will aak, beaidoa 
the death penalty iigaiuat the prieat, that 
the sum of $10,000 be granted as an in- 
demnity to the family of the bishop.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, May 14. — William 
Boyoe, whilo asleep in his room, at 25 
Hunt atreet, this morning, overturned a 
lighted lamp, igniting tha bed clothing, 
and he was burned to death. 

EASTERN STATES. 

CuiCAOO, May 14. — The strike in lum- 
ber yards, in tho southwestern part of the 
city, was brought to a close to-day, the 
omployiis returning on the old terms — ten 
hoars' work and pay. 

A man named Louis Lingg was arrested 
this evening while in hiding at No. 80 
Ambrose street. The police unreservedly 
declare ho is the man who threw tho 
doalh buinba into their ranka a week ago, 
Tuesday. Before that date Lingg lived 
in Olayiilurn avenue," but up tu this even- 
ing had not been seen since the massacre.

At the police sta- 
tion he was put through a rigorous ex 
amination lasting three hours at least 
Lingg made a statement the extent of 
whioh tho pidice refuse to dia«loae and do- 
teclivea were hurriedly dispatched to 
Claybourn avenue for persona implicated 
by his confession. It ia understood that 
the police made no promiaes to Lingg, but 
gained their information by other meana, 
just what, they refuse to say. 

CoLU.MB0s, May 14 — A Oaldnell spe- 
cial aaya that Jamca Herron's sawmill 
boiler exploded at Sarahville, killing three 
and wounding two men. 

B08TON, May 14. — A dispatch received 
to-day from Batavia, East Indies, shows 
that the ship Ice King, Oapt, Barllett, 
from the Phillipine Islands for Boston, 
was aunk by a colliaion with an unknown 
schooner May lat. She had a cargo of 
about 1500 tons of sugar. The ahip was 
valued at about $30,000, and her#irgo at 
about 390,000.

Such legislation has been granted to all re- 
ligious bodies that have applied for it. The 
object is to enable the church to hold and 
to receive grants for school aud church 
pnrpoMB, etc. - ■ ;. ^S ^r . . 

Hon. Mr. Botsford— la there not a peti^ 
tion against the bill? 

Hon, Mr. Macdonald — The sabject will 
be discussed thoroughly in committee. 
There was a long discussion over tho word 
"flrHt" used in this bill. 

Hon. Mr. Kauloaoh — A petition has 
JuBi been ahuwn to me here pointing out 
thut this will cuiiflloi with another cor- 
poration hearing the name of "The Re- 
formed Epjscnpal Oburieb," otherwise 
known as the "Reformed Church of Eng- 
lanc'," and it ia called "First," which is 
ohjjotod to. Tho other Reformed church 
oUim that they are tha first Synod, and 
that ihia ia an inatitutiun foreign to all the 
notions wo have of religious urganizationa. 
I am certainly not in favor of this kind of 
reform. If we have one church of that 
name alro>idy in the country I think it ia 
enough. Tho title of this bill eonfliota 
Bu much with the name of the other church 
that I think it would bo well for us not to 
givo II our support, but to throw it out 
entirely. 

Hnn Mr. Devor— I found this stray 
lamb the other night. Though many ahep- 
herda were after it, it reapnnded to my 
voice with more kindiieua than to the 
others: hence I took hold of it and aaaist- 
ed it to gut ita first reading. I have not 
the slightest doubt that it looks as far 
back on ' its history and its foundation 
oven aa thf daya of Peter. I think this 
ia a giidd bill, and aa I admire a free 
church in a free state I intend to support it. 

Tho inuiion was agreed to and the bill 
was rei^d the aecuiid time. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald moved that the 
bill be referred tq the oommitlea da stand 
ing ordora and private bills. 

Hun. Mr. Diokey— I think no blamo 
can be attached to members who have 
raised objeotiuna to this bill, becauae now 
ia the timo to do ao, on tho second read- 
ing. It has been found to be a useful 
praotioe, at the second reading of private 
bills, to make any objaotiona that wero 
entortained to them. 

Hon. i\lr, Macdonald — I rise to .1 ques- 
tion of order. The bill has been read 
the second time and the hon. gentleman 
ia now speaking after the second reading 
of tho hill. 

The Speaker — I do not understand the 
hon. niuniber to be apoaking on the prin- 
ciple of the bill. I understood that he 
waa apeakiiig on the motion to refer the 
bill to the committee on standing orders. 

Hon. Mr. Diokey — If the honorable 
member had exercised a. little patience he 
would have found that my recommenda- 
tion in noway conflicted with the rules of 
tho houao or tho bill itaolf. I was stating 
that no fault could be found with honor- 
able gentlemen who raise objections on 
the aacond reading, because that is the 
proper time to do so. I was going to fol- 
low it up with the observation that I have 
often heard from the treasury benches on 
tho other aide, when objections havo been 
takon to bills, tho hope expressed that 
the committees to which they were to be 
referred would take particular pains to 
inquire into the facts ao as to be in a po- 
sition to report them to the house, and 
then we could intelligently take up and 
discusa the measures. I hope there is no 
harm in making that observation, and 
that ia all I had to aay. 

The motion was agreed to.

Hon. Mr. Diokey, from the committee 
on railways, telegraphs and harbors, re- 
ported Bill (33) ''An Act to incorporate 
tho Shuswapaud Okanagan Railway Com- 
pany," with certain amendments.

Alleged Flot to iriurdcr JLcadiag^ 
Ci'izenti. 

The Seattle Post-Intolligencar in its 
issue of Thursday last is authority for the 
statement that for some time paat there 
has existed in thst fi ty a plot on the part 
of sobialista to, ntiurder; ^.thej' imora promir 
nent business men ' of the place. It is 
said that in September last (soon after 
the murder of Chinese in Squ.ik valley) 
a well known member ot the Knights of 
Labor — John T. Jordan — since deceased, 
called upon the Hon. A. A. Denny, mem- 
ber of the banking firm of Horton, 
Denny & Co., and aakedj in tho capacity 
of a friend, if it were true that they had 
on deposit tho sum of 510,000 placed 
with thom by the six Chinujo companies 
for the prosecution of tho alleged mur- 
derers at Squak. The reply waa a must 
unqualified negative, whereupon Mr. Jor- 
dan unburdened his mind of the knowl- 
edge he possessed of a plan that had been 
secretly formed to assaasinate Dcster 
Horton, H. L. Tesler, D. T. Denny, 
Thomas Burke and others. The plot was 
imparted to him by a man who was after 
wards among thoae arrested at tho time 
of the riots in February last, and the 
work had been deputed to members of the 

5ang by lot. It was at this time that Mr. 
ordan removed the requirement ot 
secrecy he had laid upon Mr. Denny. 
The death of tho former person prevents 
the testimony he left from being uaud in 
a court of law; but the statement. is 
given by the' Intelligencer as it received 
it. _
